2. The term of the Committee will be for two years in the first instance and the State 
Government can reconsitute before the expiry of this term . 

3. The Committee will advise the Government on the following matters : 
(i) to advise on general policy matters and specific programme relating to education ; 
( ii ) to review the Education policy being followed in the State from time to time and to 

recommend any modification if and when necessary after taking into consideration the 

finances of the State ; 
( iii) to advise broadly on any aspect of educational planning relating to the State ; 
(iv) to advise on matters regarding promotion of adult literacy and social education ; 
(v ) any other matter including college education referred to the Committec by Government 

for advice . 
4. The Committee will meet after every three months under the Chairmanship of the Education 
Minister, Haryana. In case the Education Minister is not present, one of the members present at the 
meeting shall preside over it as may be mutually agreed upon by the members present. The meetings 
of the Committee will be held on the third Monday and /or Tuesday following the third Monday of 
every month or if either is a holiday, on the following working day. Three members present of whom 
at least one is a non -official member, shall form a quorum for a meeting . 

5. (a ) The Travelling allowance and daily allowance of the members of the Haryana 
Legislature in their ex -officio capacity for attending meetings shall be governed by the Punjab 
Legislative Assembly (Allowance of Members) Act, 1942 , and the rules made thereunder as in force of 
the Legislature will, however, continue to be countersigned by the Secretary, Haryana Vidhan Sabha. 

(b ) Non -official members other than Members of the Legislature will be allowed T. A. at one 
1st Class Railway fare plus incidental allowance and Road mileage as admissible to a 1st grade 
Government employee drawing a pay of Rs 1,000 and Rs. 9.00 /11.25 / 13.50 in Plaios/ Hills /Special Hills 
tracts as Daily Allowance. The other conditions laid down in the Punjab Travelling Allowance Rules 
for Government employees will also apply to journeys performed by aon -official members except where 
otherwise provided . 

(c ) The Travelling Allowance for attending the meetings of the Committce shall be allowed to 
members from their permanent places of residence to the place of the meeting. If, however , a member 
attends a mecting from a place other than the place of his permanent residence , T. A. shall be allowed 
to him either from the place of his residence or from where he attends the meetings , whichever is less, 

(d ). The T. A./D . A. will be admissible to the non -official members (other than_M.L.As.) on 
the production of a certificate to the effect that no T.A. in respect of the journey or D. A. for the 
period mentioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him from any other official source. 

6. The Director of Public Instruction , Haryana shall be the Controlling Officer authorised to 
countersign the travelling allowance bill of the members other than M. L. As. Daily Allowance . 

7. The headquarters of the Committee shall be at Chandigarh . 

8. The Head of Account to which the expenditure is debitable will be intimated to the 
Accountant General, Haryana , by the Director of Public Instruction , direct.
